Now that the war in Europe is well 
under way and the indications are 
that Great Britain will be involved, 
in spite of her ardent efforts to keep 
out of the embroglio, the question 
arises, what has caused this war? 

While of course it has been known 
for a generation that Germany was 
steadily preparing for eventualities 
and while for many years France and 
Germany have been regarded as bit- 
ter hereditary enemies, still the 
suddenness with which the world 
catastrophe broke upon us, and the 
bitterness with which it was begur 
have caused wonder as to the imme- 
diate causes of the action. 

A glatce at the situation woule 
seem to indicate that’ the Kaiser’s 
move was ill-advieed. He now has 
Russia,. Belgium, England, France 
and Japan against him, and is in a 

state of war with Russia and France, 
with the others almost sure to follow 
against him soon.

Declares Los Angeles Found Amount 
of Bonds Voted Only Half 
‘Enough Under Engineer's * 
EStimate. 


So, when these interlocking rulers 
go to war with each other, some pow- 
erful cause must have actuated them. 


Can it be that the subjects of 
those countries, showing the great 
unrcst they have, have been plunged 
into this war for the purpose of re- 
arousing their patriotism, of reunit- 
ing them, of causing them to become 
more depandent on the ruling classes 
by having to fight for their 
homes and lives? 

There are those thinkers in this 
country who perceive this motive be- 
hind the wars now in progress. 

It would seem qa terrible thing, in- 

deed, if it be true, that the rulers 
would deliberately plunge their sub 
jects into the bloodiest war of all 
history, the most gigantic struggle 
since Géd made the earth, merely to 
increase the tenacity of their hold 
upon the masses, yet the assertion 
by those thinkers and those students 
of European politics who have per- 
ceived this reason behind the wars 
would to have some logtéal 
basis. 
' In fact it fs even asserted that 
within five years, if the present ’war 
had not been engaged in, the sub- 
jects of at least three different mon- 
archies\would aye uprisen and, de- 
manded a republican form of govern- 
ment. 

On the other-hand ,again, after all 
these years of study, of education, of 
enlightenment, of peace movements, 
of the inculcation of the altruisti¢ 
principles, it segms from a psycho- 
logical standpoint a, remarkable 
thing that the most bitter and bloody 
war of all creation should so sud- 
denly break out. 

Up to this time there have been 
comparatively few if any demon- 
strations by the masseg of a desire 
for war or of an enmity for their 
brothers of another nationality. 

One thing is clear. The present 
war was not demanded by the sub- 
jects, but was ordered by the rulers. 

The result of the war will be to 
greatly decimate the: countries en- 
gagedni it, and after the war is over 
the devastation will haye been gp 
great, so awful, that the next’ ‘fiun- 
dred years will see the subjects too 
busy in repairing the damage to 
even think of demanding independ- 
ence. / 

War is reversion to the animal 
state of life. It is the very reverse 
of all that is refining, of all educa- 
tion, of all teaching of the higher 
civilization, of everything that is hu- 
man and divine, and such a rever- 
sion to the lower state of mental 
and physical existence is an unac- 
countable thing at this time unless 
these is some motive behind it. 

Formerly demand for war was 
made by subjects and kings acqui- 
esced. This war was brought by 
kings and the subjects had nothing
